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RE: Instances of Fentanyl, Heroin and Prescription Opioids in Drug Cases Submitted in CY 2013

The data below was generated from the 35,664 drug cases that were received by the Department of
Forensic Science in the calendar year 2013. This data is maintained in the Forensic Advantage Case and
Evidence System within the Department of Forensic Science. It has been grouped by jurisdiction.

The “total containing all drugs” as listed in Chart 1 is substantially greater than the actual number of
Forensic Science cases received so that instances of individual drugs could be counted. The following
rules were used to be able to accurately attribute values to specific drugs:

* When multiple drug samples of the same type of drug were submitted as part of the same case,
they were only counted a single time, as one case.

® When multiple samples of different drug types were submitted as part of the same case, they
were counted as a single case for each included drug count.

For example, if a case contained two different items identified as heroin, it would be counted as 1 for
heroin. If a case contained two different items, one identified as heroin and one identified as
oxycodone (a prescription opioid), it would be counted as 1 for heroin and 1 for prescription opioids.
